Island,  in  Siverst,  belonged,  originally,  to  John  Wileex,  fra  whom  it  passed 
to  his  son^ia^law,  Thomas  Long," 


•Joseph  Long  married  Mary  lane,  4&ue  of  William.  She  died  1761.  In 
1S51  Mary  filed  a petition  found  in  Mass.  Archives  alleging  Joseph  had  returned 
to  England  to  claim  a legacy  and  never  returned,  and  asking  that  he  be  deelared 

legally  dead.  She  married  second  Joseph  Farnsworth  who  died  1659  and  third, 
John  Wilcox  Jr,  of  Conn,  Joseph  Long  was  probably  son  of  William  who  emigrated 
to  Dorchester,  Mass, , and  a grandson  of  Joseph  Long,  Gent,  of  Sudbury,  Devon 
and  Broadmayne , Dorset ? a member  of  the  Dorchester  Company  in  England  who 
founded  Dorchester,  Mass,

The  following  will  seems  to  indicate  the  progenitor  of  this  family 
in  America.  Data,  however,  is  very  incomplete  and  much  of  what  follows  is 
only  tentative.  So  it  is  hoped  that  someone  will  he  able  to  add  the  necessary 
data  needed  to  prove  the  connections. 

James  Johnston  - Will  dated  Dec.  Id s 1723-4,  Pr « Mar.  11,  1723-4 
mentions  wife  Barbara  and  ch.  John,  James  and  Elizabeth,  Recorded  in  Notting- 
ham Tp. , Chester  Co,,  Pa.  (now  Cumberland  Co.) 

A later  will  dated  lj6l  of  a James  Johnston,  same  place,  mentions 
wife  Ruth  and  ch.  Hannah,  Abigail,  Sarah,  Margaret,  Mary,  Ruth,  Rachel  and 
Susannah. 


The  first  James  refers  in  his  will  to  an  estate  in  North  Britain. 
This,  in  all  probability,  was  in  Atmandale,  Dumfriesshire,  Scotland.  James, 
however,  came  from  County  Antrim,  Ireland  where  this  branch  probably  settled 
before  coming  to  America.  He  was  probably  also  father  of  William  Johnston  of 
Nottingham  Tp, , Chester  Co.,  although  he  was  not  mentioned  in  his  will.

burg,  along  a narrow  bridle-path,  through  almost  continuous 
forest,  passed  the  former  residence  of  Wendel  Fogelsonger, 
crossed  Middle  Spring  Greek  at  the  delapidated  creamer  mill, 
and  attended  preaching  in  the  woods  in  the  vicinity  of  this 
church  years  before  there  was  a meeting  house  erected,  and  we 
know  the  first  meeting  house  was  built  in  1738o”  • (George 
Johnston  died  May  23,  1884,  and  was  77  years  old  when  this 
reference  was  made.)

The  following  will  seems  to  indicate  the  progenitor  of  this  family 
in  America.  Data,  however,  is  very  incomplete  and  much  of  what  follows  is 
only  tentative.  So  it  is  hoped  that  someone  will  he  able  to  add  the  necessary 
data  needed  to  prove  the  connections. 

James  Johnston  - Will  dated  Dec.  18 , 1723-4 c pr.  Mar.  11,  1723“^ 
mentions  wife  Barbara  and  ch.  John,  James  and  Elizabeth.  Recorded  in  Notting- 
ham Tp. , Chester  Co.,  Pa,  (now  (Cumberland  Co.) 

A later  will  dated  1761  of  a James  Johnston,  same  place9  mentions 
wife  Ruth  and  ch.  Hannah,  Abigail D Sarahe  Margaret B Mary 9 Ruthp  Rachel  and 
Susannah. 

The  first  James-  refers  in  his  will  to  an  estate  in  North  Britain. 

This,  in  all  probability,  was  in  Annandale,  Dumfriesshire,  Scotland.  James, 
however,  came  from  County  Antrim,  Ireland  where  this  branch  probably  settled 
before  coming  to  America.  He  was  probably  also  father  of  William  Johnston  of 
Nottingham  Tp.#  Chester  Go.,  although  he  was  not  mentioned  in  his  will.

In  June,  1730  John  Johnston 
was  one  of  the  first  twelve  settlers Diiving  three  and  one  half 
miles  north  of  the  location  of  the  present  town  of  Shipp ensburg." 
The  Rev.  S„  S„  Wylie  in  an  address  in  I876  said;,  "It  is  a 
known  fact  in  Middle  Springs  Church  that  John  Johnston  (the 
grandfather  of  the  George  Johnston  of  our  congregation)  rode 
with  his  wife  behind  him,  from  his  residence  above  Shippens= 
burg,  along  a narrow  bridle-path,  through  almost  continuous 
forest,  passed  the  former  residence  of  Wendel  Fogelsonger, 
crossed  Middle  Spring  Creek  at  the  delapidated  creamer  mill, 
and  attended  preaching  in  the  woods  in  the  vicinity  of  this 
church  years  before  there  was  a meeting  house  ereeted0  and  we 
know  the  first  meeting  house  was  built  in  173^ (George 
Johnston  died  May  23,  1834  d and  was  77  years  old  when  this 
reference  was  made.)

MIGRATION  TRENDS 
by  Harry  F.  Johnston 

The  tide  of  migration  from  the  New  England  States  was  at  its  height  at 
the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War  and  it  would  be  well  for  those  who  are 
interested  in  genealogical  research  to  consider  its  various  trends. 

Many  people  from  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts  were  already 
settled  in  the  New  Hampshire  Grants  and  Vermont  but  this  was  upset  by  the  war 
and  Indian  massacres.  Some  of  them  sought  to  return  to  their  former  homes  but 


Published  monthly  at  Buffalo,  New  York 
by  Harry  Ferris  Johnston,  Genealogist 
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were  "Valued  Out"  (See  Worcester  Co.,  Mass.  "Warnings")  and  so  they  too  took 
up  the  trek  westward.  loyalists  were  driven  out  he  enraged  Patriots  and 
sought  refuge  in  Canada  and  Hova  Scotia.  The  Patriots  themselves  were  forced 
to  flee  for  their  lives  after  the  raids  and  fiendish  atrocities  committed 
hy  John  Butler,  his  son  Walter  and  their  "Blue  Eyed  Indians®3  and  Joseph 
Brant.  Thus  all  records  were  left  behind  or  destroyed,  making  it  difficult 
to  trace  ancestry. 

Pennsylvanians  went  to  Virginia  and  Horth  Carolina  and  then  into 
Tennessee  and  Kentucky  and  up  the  Ohio  Talley  to  the  Great  Northwest  Terri- 
tory. 

All  Western  Hew  York  was  then  a wilderness,  known  as  the  "Genesee 
Country"  and  much  of  the  rest  of  the  state  was  still  unbroken. 

In  1784  the  Hew  England  migration  had  begun,  but  only  in  a small  way. 
Along  the  shore  of  Lake  Champlain,  sparse  settlements  in  the  "Oblong"  west 
of  the  borders  of  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts,  in  Orange  County,  near  the 
Hew  Jersey  border,  some  in  Cherry  Talley,  Oswego  and  Binghamton,  Elmira  and 
in  the  Pinger  lakes  section.  The  Dutch  settlers  were  all  along  the  Hudson 
and  Mohawk  Talleys  and  the  early  Germans  were  in  Scoharie  County  and  all 
along  the  Mohawk  west  ©f  Schenectady.  There  was  a large  Hew  England  settle- 
ment in  Wid  test  own,  H.Y.,  near  Utica.  This  town  probably  never  reached 
beyond  its  present  boundaries,  but  an  early,  ambitious  map  made  in  1788 
shows  it  reaching  from  its  present  eastern  boundary,  clear  to  the  shores  of 
Lake  Erie.  Titles  of  Western  Hew  York  Lands  trace  back  to  early  grants  in 
Whites  Town  and  Montgomery  County,  thus  establishing  close  relation  between 
this  section  and  the  western  half  of  the  state.  It  has  been  called  the 
"Mother  of  Counties". 

There  were  13,000,000  acres  of  land  which  belonged  to  th.8  Six  Hations 
in  1786  which  Hew  York  and  Massachusetts  divided  between  themselves,  forcing 
a greater  part  of  the  Indians  to  remove  to  Brantford,  Ontario,  Canada,  to 
occupy  lands  granted  to  them  by  England . Eight  of  pre-emption  of  soil  was 
ceded  to  Massachusetts  by  Hew  York  in  1786.  This  tract  was  bounded  on  the 
north  by  Lake  Ontario,  on  the  west  by  Lake  Erie  and  the  present  east 
boundary  of  Chautauqua  Co.,  on  the  south  by  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  and 
on  the  east  by  the  linger  Lakes  region  west  of  Seneca  Lake.  This  was  the 
"Genesee  Country". 

So  it  follows  that  there  were  many  Massachusetts  people  in  this  vast 
tract  and  the  Holland  Purchase  Land  Company  brought  in  many  of  the  Dutch 
from  the  eastern  part  of  the  state  and  the  early  Germans  or  so-called 
"Mohawk  Dutch"  from  the  Mohawk  Talley  who  were  not  really  Dutch  but  were 
Germans.  Also  the  Pennsylvania  Germans  or  ^Pennsylvania  Dutch". 

The  Phelps  and  Gorham  Purchase  attracted  many  Connecticut  settlers  and 
a large  slice  of  this  tract  became  the  Hornby  Lands  and  the  Pulteney  Estate 
which  had  been  purchased  by  a titled  family  of  Johnstons  in  Scotland,  none 
of  whom,  however,  ever  came  here  to  live  but  an  unsuccessful  attempt  was 
made  to  colonize  it  with  Germans  from  Pennsylvania.  But  this  is  a long 
story  by  itself. 

Much  of  northern  Hew  York  became  the  permanent  homes  of  settlers  from 
Vermont  and  Hew  Hampshire. 

In  Chenango,  Madison  and  Allegany  Counties  there  were  many  large 
colonies  of  Rhode  Island  families,  some  of  whom  had  first  been  settled  in 
Albany  and  Rensselaer  Counties. 

So  it  will  be  seen  that  searchers  must  take  careful  consideration  of 
these  facts  in  order  to  follow  successfully  the  migrations  of  these  early 
settlers.

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JOES’  HUM1  LETT  OE  LIME,  COM. 

It  has  "been  Impossible  to  trace  the  ancestry  of  John  Huntley  who  was  in  Boston 
as  early  as  1647  when  he  was  engaged  in  shipping  goods  to  the  Barhadoes.  The 
Aspinwall  records  of  Boston  has  records  of  his  being  in  Boston  in  1647  and  1648. 
In  the  deposition  of  John  Pr&ce  it  is  mentioned  that  the  wife  of  John  Huntley 
died  about  1649  of  smallpox  in  the  home  of  Mr.  Hanniford,  mariner,  of  Boston. 

He  was  in  Roxbury  1657  when  his  children,  Moses,  Aaron  and  Elizabeth  were  bap- 
tised there  and  in  1660  when  hi s daughter  Mary  was  baptised.  He  was  in  the 
cooperage  business  there  with  John  Chandler  and  they  sold  real  estate,  including 
cooperage  shop  to  Philip  Curtis  in  February  1659. 

He  removed  to  Lyme,  Conn,  about  1661  and  was  there  in  1667  when  the  town,  then 
known  as  East  Saybrook,  was  incorporated  and  separated  from  Saybrook.  East 
Saybrook  was  settled  in  1664  and  Judge  Matthew  Griswold  gave  it  the  name  of  Lyme 
in  honor  of  Lyme  Regis,  England,  where  he  was  born.  In  Volume  I of  Lyme  records, 
a deed  conveying  house  and  land  to  John  Huntley  is  recorded. 

Eearly  all  descendants  of  John  Huntley  have  the  tradition  that  the  Huntleys  were 
originally  from  Scotland  and  of  the  Gordon  sept.  The  American  Genealogy  gave 
his  birth  as  1623  but  have  found  no  record  to  confirm  this.  The  Boston  Eire  of 
1679,  when  the  shipping  docks  and  warehouses  were  burned,  destroyed  many  records 
that  would  have  been  of  value  in  regard  to  John  Huntley5 s trade  with  the  Barba- 
does.  Some  descendants  claim  he  came  first  to  the  Barbados s from  there  to 
Boston.  He  may  have  been  a son  of  the  John  Huntley,  mariner,  of  London,  who  was 
a member  of  the  Virginia  Company  founded  by  Sir  George  Gordon,  Earl  of  Huntley, 
1613. 

He  married  about  1650  Jane  He  was  in  Salem,-  Mass,  about  this  time  arid 

was  associated  with  Richard  Smith  there. 

He  married  third  June  1669,  Mary  Barnes  (Diary  of  Thomas  Miner  of  Stonington) . 

She  was  a daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  (Wiltshire)  Barnes.  Sarah  married  2nd 
John  Tinker  of  Lyme,  Conn.,  who  after  the  death  of  Sarah,  brought  up  Mary  Barnes. 

John  Huntley  died  at  Lyme  Nov,  16,  1676  leaving  his  widow  Mary  and  six  children 
mentioned  in  his  will,  made  the  same  day.  Ages  of  his  children  given  Dec.  18, 
1676,  In  Town  Book  of  Lyme,

* o*t  °f  those  of  the  name  are  of  Scotch  origin,  and  are  descended  from  Alexander  MacDonald, 

i ^rest-grandson  of  Somerled,  Thane  of  Argyle  o Two  of  his  sons  adopted  the  patronymic  of  tnelr 
, /jther  as  a surname  for  their  numerous  descendants.  The  name  is  represented  in  the  Hundred 
•ijlls  of  Wiltshire,  England,  in  1273,  and  in  Kent  about  1290, 

The  family  is  of  Royal  descent,  their  lineage  coming  down  from  the  ancient  kings  of

According  to  the  late  Dr.  Alr&n  Talcott,  local  historian  of  Guilford,  Connecticut,  "Jona- 
than Murray  aged  82  years  came  to  Guilford  in  I6S5,  died  August  27,  1747. H He  cam©  from 
Scotland  and  possibly  was  a passenger  on  the  sailing  vessel  "Henry  and  Francis"  which 
sailed  from  Leith,  Scotland  in  September,  1685  bound  for  Jamaica  and  the  Virginia  coast, 
tut  the  vessel  was  so  driven  from  its  course  by  the  wind  that  it  finally  landed  at  Perth 
Asboy,  N.  J.  the  13th  day  of  December,  I0S5.  Religious  intolerance  among  the  settlers  at 
Perth  Amboy  did  not  give  a very  warm  welcome  to  some  of  the  newly  arrived  passengers,  and 
eany  of  them  journeyed  up  to  Connecticut  where  there  was  more  religious  freedom.  Without 
any  positive  records  to  base  this  on,  this  seems  to  be  the  most  reasonable  assumption.

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NEW  ENGLAND  MIGRATION 


In  a former  issue  we  published  an  article  showing  something  of  the  migration 

trends  from  the  New  England  states » 

* 

Many  of  these  people  were  settled  in  Central  New  York  and  in  the  Genesee  County  lying 
between  there  and  the  Niagaz5*  Frontier.  To  a large  extent,  they  were  the  pioneers  who 
developed  the  Middle  West,  particularly  the  northern  states  beginning  with  Ohio  and  ex- 
tending into  Indiana,,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  Iowa  and  Minnesota,, 

They  carried  with  them  little  in  the  way  of  records  and  owing  to  the  fact  that  few 
records,  if  any0  were  kept  in  these  frontier  settlements,  their  descendants  have  found 
it  difficult  to  trace  their  ancestry,,  For  the  most  part,  we  have  only  the  Census  records, 
and  those  found  in  churches  and  cemeteries.  These  records  are  woefully  inadequate  and 
unless  it  is  known  what  county  they  formerly  lived  in  or  one  is  fortunate  enough  to  have 
a Bible  record,  it  is  hard  to  know  where  to  start. 

Routes  taken  were  through, the  Great  Lakes  and  the  Ohio  River,  but  almost  always, 
the  stepping-off  place  was  at  Buffalo  or  some  point  on  the  Niagara  Frontier,,  Xt0  there- 
fore0  follows  that  the  best  starting  point  for  research  is  in  the  City  of  Buffalo 0 
which  is  unusually  well  endowed  with  research  libraries  and  historical  institutions. 
Buffalo  ranks  among  the  highest  in  this  respect,, 

We  are  not  attempting  to  state  that  all  migration  westward  was  over  the  above® 
mentioned  routes,  but  a large  extent  this  is  the  way  the  New  England  people  went „ Nev; 
Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  colonists  went  from  Pittsburgh  and  also  went  to  southern 
states  and  then  westward,  but  these  will  be  taken  up  in  another  issue. 

The  accompanying  map  is  intended  to  convey  to  you  how  this  New  England  migration 
took  place  and  to  show  why  your  research  work  should  commence  here  where  we  have 
practically  all  the  county  histories e vital  records,  probate  records  and  much  other 
source  material,*

The  founder  of  this  family  in  America  was  Robert  Deeble.  According  to  Holme 8 s he 
sailed  from  Weymouth,  Eng.  in  1634  for  Virginia  (New  England  (?)).  He  was  then  called  of 
Somersetshire,  Enga  The  only  mention  of  Robert  Deble  in  the  records  here  are  in  Roxbury, 
Mass,  from  1635  to  1642.  It  has  been  the  supposition  of  the  author  and  others  that  he 
returned  to  England,  and  may  be  the  same  Robert  Deeble  whose  will  was  probated  in  Exeter, 
^Devonshire,  Eng.  1666  at  which  time  he  was  of  St.  Germain.

More  supposition  is  the  ancestry  of  Robert  Deeble  of  St.  Germain  which  calls  him  son 
: of -'Stephen  (will,  l6l6  St.  Germain)  „ grandson  of  Robert  (will,  1592  St0  Germain) , great  .. 
■grandson  of  John  (will,  1562  St„  Germain) 0 great  great  grandson  of  Robert  shell,  rector.of 
Milverton  (will  pro.  1548).  All.  of  these  wills  were  preserved  in  the  Bisr  .p  of  Exeter 8 s 
ifiles  but  were  destroyed  when  Exeter  was  bombed,  during  the  "blitz”  of  World  War  II. 

GThe  author  doubts  the  abovte  line,  as  Robert  of  Roxbury *s  son  Thomas  was  born  about  l6l4 
f-aad-from  Heraldic  Church  Notes  of  Cornwall  by  Arthur  J.  Jewer,  page  82,  gives  Robert  son  of 
'Stephen- Deeble  baptised  22  July,  1603  at  St.  Germain.  Also  on  page  83  Oliver  son  of  Robert 
iBeeble  baptised  22  July,  IfelO.  This  Oliver  could  have  been  brother  of  the  New  England 
iThomasiand  possibly  John  and  Abraham.  J

((Cornwall,  Devon,  Somerset  and  Devon).  The  earliest  will  found  was  that  of  John  Debull  in 
11533.

The  French,,  of  caur®®0  ©am®  early  to  the  Niagara,  Frontier  and  built  and  manned  Fort 
'iagar»o  They  w©reD  however  0 scattered  by  the  Sagiish  invasion  and  the  fort  was  occupied  by 
he  English  until  they  in  turn  were  driv®m  ©at  by  the  American  Revolution*,  There  was  probably 
1»©  an  .occassional  hunter  @r  trapper  0 bat  they  were  migratory  and  did  not  remain  either 0

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JohMtQB  was  concerned  with,  the  treaty  of  1784  sad  was  a shareholder  in  the  Niagara 
Company  which  purchased  the  India*  lands  shortly  thereafter  This  sale0  however 0 was  found 
not  to  he  legal.  having  been  transacted  hy  lesser  chiefs 0 as,d  most  of  the  shareholders 
voluntarily  surrendered  their  share® 0 He  made  a lengthy  statement  in  1790  concerning  this 
and  subsequent  transaction®.  as  may  he  seen  in  V©Xo  11  of  Robert  W.  3inghamus  J History  of 
Buffalo  to  the  Incorporation  of  the  City95. 

It  would  appear,,  therefore,,  that  he  safeguarded  the  Indians 3 right®  and  was  instrument 
tal  in  making  the  sales  fair  and  equal  for  "both  sides.  Through  his  intelligence 0 tact  . 

^■t\A  understanding  of  the  Indians  character  and  language 0 he  retained  the  respect  and  friend™ 
ship  of  both  white  and  Indian  associates 0 and  continued  until  his  dsath  one  of  the  leading 
citizens  of  the  small  community,, 

One  of  the  murals  in  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  "building  contain®  a. figure  Of 
"Captain*  William  Johnston  (apparently  a ccurteiy  title  as  it  is  not  known  that  he  was  ad- 
vanced beyond  the  rank  of  lieutenant)  portrayed  as  treating  with  the  Indians 0 

Some  wild  conjectures  have  been  made  a®  to  his  origin,,  one  being  that  he  was  one  of  the 
half-breed  sons  of  Sir  William  Johnson  and  another  that  he  belonged  to  the  family  of  Col. 
John  Johnstone  of  New  Jersey,,  who  was  also  stationed  at  Fort  Niagara  at  this  period,, 
neither  of  which  is  true,,  There  is.  of  course,,  some  foundation  for  these  errors AH  of 
the  people  mentioned  lived  during  the  same  period  and  closely  associated  in  one  way  or 
another.  Sir  William  Johnson  and  his  son  Sir  John.  Gol0  Guy  Johnson,,  Col.  J^hn  Johnstone, 
C^pto  John  Powell  and  Li«ut0  Johnston  and  his  father  Capt.  John  Johnston  all  were  asso- 
ciated in  some  way  with  the  Niagara  Frontier  and  some  were  connected  by  marriage 0 

To  return  to  Lieut „ William  Johnston  of  the  Buffalo  site.  his  parentage  is  now  quit® 
definitely  established,.  His  father  was  Gapt.  John  Johnston.  also  in  the  Indian  Service 
under  Sir  William  Johnson.  H®  wgb  probably  the  ©migrant 0 bora  about  1700  to  17 08  and 
was  settled  in  Otsego  County.  N.T.  in  Butternuts . near  Gilbert syille  in  what  isknown  as 
the  Uaadilla  Flats  section,,  He  married  Mrs.  Elizabeth  (Serves®)  Powell,,  daughter  of 
Christ  lams  Servos*  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  debrue&o  Christianas  Servos  a was  the  emigrant 
of  this  family  and  came  in  from  Germany,,  settling  probably  in  Pennsylvania.  This 

fact  is  not  definitely  known  but  h©  came  bearing  letters  from  hi®  Prince  to  the  Governors 
of  both  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  as  h®  bad  not  yet  decided  In  which  state  he  wished  to 
settle.  It  is  known P however 0 that  one  of  his  sons  did  settle  in  New  York.  in  Schoharie 
County,,  was  the  ancestor  of  many  Mohawk  Talley  people  ©f  that  noma. 

Elizabeth,  supposedly  his  daughter.  was  profeably  one  of  the  six  children  born  in 
Germany  who  came  with  him0  although  according  to  her  gravestone  the  was  born  at  Palatine 
Rill  in  the  Township  of  Niagara  in  Newark  (now  Niagara-on-the-Iake)  0 Ontario „ Canada 
about  1708 o She  married  first  a Colo  PoweXX0  stationed  later  at  Fort  Niagara.  There 
were  three  children  by  this  marriages  (1)  John  who  married  Jaa©  Moor©.  a refugee  of  the 
Cherry  Valley  massacre  and  a daughter  of  James  Moor©  and  hi®  wife  Mary  Ha^P®?  of  Harpers- 
fleld9  N. To 0 (2)  Mary s-  who  became  the  second  wife  of  C©1.  Johnson.  nephew  of  Sir  William 
Johnson  £ a»d  (3)  Elizabeth  who  married  Gapt.  Daniel  Servos  a . 

She  married  second  Capt.  John  Johnston  as  stated  above.  The  only  child  of  this 
marriage  was  Li«ut.  William  Johnston,  our  subject.  Lieut.  Johnston  too  left  only  on® 
child,,  a son  Jofcn0  who  survived  his  father  and  inherited  his  property.  He  was  educated 
at  Tale  University  and0  returning  to  Buffalo  Greek,,  married  Ruth  Barker,,  dsca^ater  of 
Judge  Zen&s  Barker,  in  1808  or  1809.  He  lived  only  a short  time  after  his  marriage, 
left  no  children  and  willed  his  property  to  his  wife  Ruth,  who  married  second  Elisha 
Foster  in  1811. 

Lieut.  Johnston ] s rmm<*  and  fame  should  be  preserved  because  he  was  the  first  settler 
of  thesite  of  Buffalo,  and  was  instrumental  In  its  earliest  development.  As  he  left  no 
descendants,  his  genealogy  is  not  isportant.  but  his  identity  is0  The  foregoing  facts 
have  been  presented  in  an  endeavor  to  bring  him  out  of  the  cloud  of  obscurity  which  has 
confused  him  w&Ah.-nthers  fcf  similar  name.besides  his  rightful  place  in  Frontier  History.

He  was  a mason  by 
trade.  He  owned  a farm  of  1000  acres  in  Huntley  Hollow  near  East  Lyme. , some  obtained  by 
purchase  an'5  some  being  land  once  owned  by  his  grandfather  Aaron.  He,  with  his  son  Marvin, 
ran  a cider  and  brandy  distillery,  and  raised  cattle  on  the  farm.  This  land,  in  1939 > was 
owned  by  the  state  and  used  as  a military  camp  and  proving  ground.  He  was  a lieutenant  in 
the  Rev.  and  had  command  of  a company  of  militia  in  1776  under  Col.  Experience  Storrs.  He 
was  a member  of  the  state  legislature  for  a number  of  years  and  held  other  official  positions 
bestowed  uoon  him  by  his  fellow  citizens.  He  and  his  wife  lived  for  a time  with  his  son 
James  of  Exeter,  N.Y,  but  they  returned  to  Lyme  after  I8O9.  His  will  dated  Feb.  J,  1309  was 
oade  at  Exeter,  N.Y.  and  mentions  his  wife  Lucrecia,  eldest  son  Phineas , and  other  sons 
Reynolds,  Ira,  Marvin,  Elkanah  and  Silas,  and  daughters  Reny  Moor,  Anna  Lewis  and  Lucrecia 
Beebe.  He  appointed  Joseph  Strickland  and  his  sons  Elkanah  and  Silas  as  administrators. 

The  will  was  witnessed  by  James  Huntley  Jr. , Lydia  Huntley  and  Calvin  Huntley.

Town  Votes  2-7 
"Those  of  the  Dragones  that  have  received  pouches  of  Thomas  Deble  which  he  got  made  and 
is  to  be  paid  by  ye  town"  MGD,  p.6d  "Persons  who  gave  to  the  poor  of  other  colonies : - 
Thomas  Deble  Sen.  and  Abram  Deble."  p.  146  Ratable  List  of  lob6 , - "house  & land  3 acs 
yt  was  John  Dibles  13 J00." 

In  l64o  Thomas  was  granted  land  of  the  Plantation  on  which  he  built  a house  which  he 
sold  to  Robert  Watson.  In  1670  he  bought  the  William  Hubbard  house  on  the  Palisado  between 
Matthew  Grant  and  _______  Phillips . There  may  be  a connection  between  his  wife  and  Thomas 

Ford  whose  daughters  were  Hepsibah,  Joanna  and  Miriam,  but  no  proof  has  yet  been  found.

1800  * s . They  are  all  from  the  same  ancestor.  ROBERT  CAMPBELL  of  New  London  and  Yoluntown., 
Tnere  are  several  good  genealogies  of  this  family,,  bringing  the  lines  down  to  the  third  and 
fourth  generation,,  but  when  this  group  came  into  Sew  York  their  records  apparently  have  not 
been  followed,,  Mr,  Otis  Simmons  Campbell  apparently  attempted  to  rectify  this  omission  and 
it  is  Ms  material,  in  manuscript  form,  which  forms  the  basis  of  this  paper .

IV.  BENONI  BENSON  (No.  III! 5 above),  son  of  Benoni  and  Sarah  (Thayer)  Benson, 
was  b.  at  Mendon,  Worcester  Go.,  Mass.  July  IS,  1724,  d.  there  Jan.  11,  1806.  He  m.  (l) 
ABIGAIL  WHITE,  dau.  of  Gapt.  Joseph  and  Prudence  (Smith)  White,  ah.  1741.  She  d.  during 
the  year  1751,  after  the  birth  of  their  son  Ichabod,  and  he  m,  (2)ABIGAIL  STAPLES  Jan.  30, 
1752.  She  was  b.  Oct.  12,  1729,  d.  Dec.  31 » 1313 » dau.  of  Abram  and  Abigail  (Taft)  Staples. 
Some  records  that  have  been  kept  in  the  Stephen  Benson  family  have  it  that  Abigail  Staples 
was  the  first  and  only  wife,  and  that  Stephen  Benson  was  bron  when  she  was  twelve  years  old. 
But  this  seems  to  have  been  proved  wrong,  for  in  her  will,  Prudence  Smith  White,  who  d.

Benoni  succeeded  to  the  occupation  of  his  father’s  farm  upon  the  death  of  the 
latter  in  17ol.  He  had  lived  in  Millville,  and  owned  a gristmill  and  mart  of  a sawmill, 
and  also  kept  a public  house  there,  and  also  continued  to  keep  one  after  his  return  to  the 
old  homestead  at  Chestnut  Hill.  "He  and  his  wife  Abigail  were  long  remembered  as  "landlord 
and  landlady  Benson".  He  and  his  son  John  lived  there,  and  the  place  was  kept  in  the 
family  for  a number  of  generations  following. 


Benoni  and  all  his  sons  were  soldiers  in  the  Revolution.  He  was  a lieu- 
tenant in  Gapt.  Joseph  Daniels*  company  (Third  Mendon)  which  marched  to  the  Lexington 
alarm  of  Apr.  19,  1775.

The  Earl  of  Perth,  one  of  the  twenty-four  proprietors  of  East  Jersey,  had 
secured  the  favor  of  the  court.  He  was  made  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Scotland  and  given 
chief  administration  of  affairs  in  that  kingdom  and  he  used  his  influence  in  "behalf  of  his 
friend  and  kinsman,  George  Scot  of  Pitlochie,  resulting  in  a rather  curious  gift. 

About  a hundred  peasants  had  been  confined  in  Dunottar  Castle  for  recusancy 
and  sentenced  to  banishment.  The  men  had  a piece  of  the  ear  cut  off  and  the  women  were 
branded  on  the  shoulder,  so  they  could  never  return  to  Scotland  without  being  discovered 
and  properly  punished.  These  unfortunates  were  ’’gifted”  to  Pitlochie  with  which  to  settle 
his  plantation  and  much  against  their  will  were  obliged  to  embark  on  the  laird's  ship. 

The  "Henry  and  Francis”  sailed  from  Leith  on  the  fifth  of  September,  I6S5 — 
and  how  many  histories  she  carried  with  her]  Most  of  them  were  sad  and  troublesome. 

Kany  of  them  were  about  to  end  forever  and  a few  had  not  yet  begun. 

If  coming  events  cast  their  shadows  before,  it  must  have  been  a dark  and 
dreary  day,  murky  and  ominous  that  the  Henry  and  Francis  spread  her  sails  to  the  wind  and 
started  on  that  dreadful  voyage.  She  was  laden  with  many  sad  hearts--sadder , probably, 
from  the  sorrow  of  past  events  than  from  forebodings  of  the  future.  The  poor,  half-starved, 
ill,  suffering  peasants  that  the  king  had  so  kindly  given  Pitlochie,  complained  bitterly 
because  they  were  obliged  to  leave  Scotland.  _ 

The  ship  sailed  out  through  the  Firth  of  Forth,  past  the  island  of  Inchkeith 
which  they  watched  with  sad  hearts  until  it  disappeared  from  view. 

Oil  they  sailed  and  as  they  took  a last  look  at  Scotland,  so  beautiful  and 
stern,  that  they  were  never  to  see  again,  they  must  have  felt  their  melancholy  and  pathetic 
situation  very  deeply.  A fever  broke  out  among  the  peasants  soon  after  their  departure  and 
the  doctor's  services  were  in  great  requisition.  He  did  all  he  could  to  exterminate  the 
disease  but  his  efforts  were  unavailing.  By  the  time  they  were  on  the  Atlantic  the  fever 
had  assumed  a most  malignant  form  and  was  spreading  with  alarming  rapidity.  It  soon 
extended  to  the  passengers  and  crew  and  was  so  fatal  that  three  or  four  victims  died  every 
day  and  their  bodies  were  thrown  overboard. 

To  add  to  their  miseries,  the  food  was  bad,  the  captain  cruel.  They  had 
also  much  severe  weather  and  the  ship  sprung  a leak  twice  on  the  way  over.

~ **  •'  T"  J It  was  in  l6S5,  when  Argyle  was  threatening  a descent  upon  Scotland,  and 
Monmouth  was  preparing  to  invade  the  west  of  England,  that  the  Privy  Council  of  Scotland, 
with  cruel  precaution,  made  a general  arrest  of  more  than  a hundred  persons  in  the  southern 
and  western  provinces,  supposed,  from  their  religious  principles,  to  be  inimical  to  Govern- 
ment, together  with  many  women  and  children.  These  captives  were  driven  northward,  like  a 
flock  of  bullocks,  but  with  less  precaution  to  provide  for  their  wants,  and  finally  penned 
up  in  a subterranean  dungeon  in  the  Castle  of  Duimottar,  having  a window  opening  to  the 
front  of  a precioice  which  overhangs  the  German  Ocean.  They  had  suffered  not  a little  on 
the  journey,  and*  were,  much  hurt  both  at  the  scoffs  of  the  northern  prelatists,  and  the 
mocks,  gibes,  and  contemptuous  tunes  played. by  the  fiddlers  and  pipers  who  had  cone  from 
every  quarter  as  they  passed,  to  triumph  over  the  revilers  of  their  calling.  The  repose 
which  the  melancholy  dungeon  afforded  them  was  anything  but  undisturbed.  The  guards  made 
them  pay  for  every  indulgence,  even  that  of  water;  and  when  some  of  the  prisoners  resisted 
a demand  so  unreasonable,  and  insisted  on  their  right  to  have  this  necessary  of  life 
untaxed,  their  keepers  emptied  the  water  on  the  prison  floor,  saying,  "If  they  were 
obliged  to  bring  water  for  the  canting  whigs , they  were  not  bound  to  afford  them  the  use 
of  bowls  or  pitchers  gratis."  ...  , . . 

* - •;  V-  : 'In  this  prison,  which  is  still  termed  the  Whigs  Vault,  several  died  of  the 

diseases  incidental  to  such  a situation;  and  others  broke  their  limbs,  and  incurred  a 
fatal  injury  in  desperate  attempts  to  escape  from  their  stern  prison-house.  Over  the 
graves  of  these  unhappy  persons,  their  friends,  after  the  Revolution,  erected  a monument 
with  a suitable  inscription.  " ......  ...  r..,  . - ,-3  j ...  , f. .

Tnis  many  of  them  refused  to  do,  and  of  this  number,  eleven  left  and  went  on 
foot  to  Connecticut.  In  this  group  were  George  Johnston,  Robert  McEwen  and  Andrew

They  were  of  Cults , Aberdeenshire,  and  descended  from  a gentleman  named  S t i ven  , .Chenle , 
who  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Andrew  Garioch,  of  Caskiehen,  in  I38O.  and  with  her 
obtained  an  estate  called  Johnston.  His  descendants  took  the  name  of  Johnston,  seem- 
ingly preferring  it  to  their  own  name  of  Chd^e.  This  estate  was  a barony  in  the 
beginning  of  the  sixteenth  century.

BOYD  may  have  been  the  family  name  of  Hannah,  wife  of  the  first 
Robert  Alexander  of  Lansing,  N„Y0  The  following  account  shows  a Hannah  3oyds 
born  apparently  not  far  from  1J50:,  and  who  married  an  Alexander,  As  this 
Hannah  Boyd  was  not  far  from  the  age  of  Robert  Alexander’s  wife  Hannah,  and 
they  lived  in  the  same  neighborhood  along  the  Hudson  river  at  an  early  day, 
truch  an  identification  might  well  prove  correct. 

This  branch  of  the  Boyd  family  was  from  Kilmarnock  stock,  originating 
in  Ayrshire,  Scotland,  transferred  to  County  Down  in  the  north  of  Ireland,  from 
whence  four  brothers,  Samuel,  Robert,  James  and  Nathaniel,  and  sister  Mary 
emigrated  to  America,

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OH  BRANCH  OF  THE  BROWNS ON 0 BRONSON  AND  BRUNSON  FAMILY 
Compiled  by  Dr.  E.R.  Brownson 


Richard  and  John  Brownson  were  at  Hartford  at  an  early  perios  of  the 
settlement,.  Prom  them  most  if  not  all  of  the  Brownsons,  Bronsons  or  Brunsons 
have  descended.  (Ancient  Woodbury  by  Co then,  Vol.  2) 

The  John  Bronson  branch  of  this  family  has  been  veil  written  up  in 
Bronson  Bros.  History  of  Y/aterbury  and  the  same  data  repeated  in  Anderson's 
History  of  Water bury,  but  only  small  segments  of  the  Richard  Brownson  line 
have  been  published. 

To  keep  the  two  branches  separate,  I have  designated  the  descendants 
of  John  Bronson  as  A and  those  of  Richard  Brownson  as  B . Also  I have  not 
given  the  elder  Richard  Brownson  a number,  as  our  knowledge  of  him  is  very 
incomplete.  But  the  "Bronson  Lineage”  by  Mrs.  Sibley  has  quite  a complete 
resume  of  the  origin  of  the  name  and  some  history  of  the  family  in  England. 

Of  the  elder  Richard  Brownson  we  know  little.  He  is  supposed  to 
have  been  an  old  man  in  Hartford  at  the  time  of  its  settlement.  He  evidently 
came  to  America  with  his  two  sons,  John  Bronson  and  Richard  Brownson  and  a 
daughter  Mary  Brunson,  settling  first  at  Cambridge,  Mass,  between  lo30  and 
1635.  All  were,  of  course,  born  in  England.  We  do  not  know  the  dates  of 
birth,  but  Richard  Brownson  Jr.  died  in  Farmington,  Conn,  in  l6S? , where  he 
and  John  Bronson  had  settled  about  l640o 

Richard  Brownson °s  first  wife  was  Abigail  Wibourne,  or,  as  sometimes 
written,  Wyborn.  She  came  from  the  County  of  Kent,  England,  and  Richard  came 
from  the  County  of  Essex.  These  counties  were  separated  by  the  Thames  River 
and  both  were  to  the  east  of  London.  It  is  said  that  Richard  Brownson  Sr, 
and  his  family  lived  at  Braintree,  Essex,  England  and  were  members  of  Rev. 
Hooker's  church  at  Chelmsford,  England  before  he  was  "Silenced". 

Abigail  Wibourne  Brownson  was  a sister  of  Margaret  Pantry,  wife  of 
William  Pantry  of  Cambridge,  as  is  shown  in  her  will,  in  which  she  deeds 
certain  items  to  "Abigail  and  John  Brownson,  3My  sister's  children'  " .

Abigail  joined  the  Farmington  Church  (Congregational)  July  19 » 1^53 
and  Richard  April  2,  l6 54. 

In  numbering,  I have  given  Richard  Brownson  Jr,  B-l  and  his  children 
B~2  etc. , except  where  little  is  known  of  a child.

It  should  he  stated  here  that,  in  the  early  records  of  this  family,  in 
Connecticut  the  name  is  shown  without  the  »t".  Just  why  George1  changed 
the  spelling  of  his  name  is  not  known,  It  is  possible  teat  because  of  the 
circumstances  under  which  he  left  Perth  Amboy,  N,  J.„  he  thought  it  expedient 
to  hid©  his  identity,  as  every  effort  possible  was  made  to  force  these  people 
to  remain  for  a period  of  years  to  defray  the  expense  of  bringing  them  to 
this  country „ This  change  of  identity  was  an  easy  matter,  as  Fairfield 
County  was  literally  peppered  with  Johnsons  who  were  descendants  of 
Robert  Johnson  of  New  Haven,  an  Englishman 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  aware  of  the  importance  of 
dist inguishing  between  these  two  families,  who  are  of  very  different 
origin,  it  may  be  well  to  state  also  that  many  of  both  families  were  in 
Scotland,  To  elaborate  on  this;  there  was  an  early  Chieftain  named 
Mac lai&n,  whose  descendants-  angel ici zed  the  name  as  Johnson 0 Maclaian 
when  translated  becomes  Johnson;  Mae  meaning  ”son  of”  and  laian  being 
Scotch  for  John, 


They  were  Highlanders  and  many  of  them  were  slain  at  the  massacre 
of  Glencoe,  They  must  not  be  confused  with  the  Johnstons  of  Annandal e „ 
Dumfriesshire,  who  were  Lowlanders  and  came  with  William,  the  Conqueror, 

Many  of  these  Johnsons  and  Johnstons  were  followers  of  William  of 
Orange,  and  when  driven  out  of  Scotland,  went  to  Northern  Ireland  and 
became  Orangemen,  Also,  many  of  the  Johnstons  adhered  to  Prince  Charlie 
and  fled  for  their  lives  after  the  Battle  of  Culloden,  going  also  to 
Ireland  and  some  directly  to  this  country. 

So,  it  will  be  seen,  that  in  attempting  to  trace  the  Scotch 
families  of  Johnson  and  Johnston,  many  thicgs  have  to  be  taken  into 
account  to  avoid  confusion,  )

John  Wilcox  of  Rhode  Island  had  trouble  with  Roger  Williams  and 
was  obliged  to  remove  and  appeared  in  Connecticut  and  Long  Island,  where  he 
died  in  1676. 


In  “Pioneers  of  Maine  Rivers”  with  lists  to  1651,  compiled  from 
original  sources  by  Wilbur  D.  Spencer,  Portland,  Me.  1S30,  we  find  the  following: 

"In  connection  with  the  advent  of  the  mechanics  at  Newichawannock 
(now  Berwick,  Me.)  Ambrose  Gibbons  assured  Mason  (the  proprietor  of  the  Laconia 
Grant)  by  correspondence  (July  1634),  “Year  carpenters  are  with  me  and  I will 
farther  them  the  best  I can.”  The  newcomers  (incorrectly  transcribed  from  a 
deposition  of  Francis  Small  as  “eight  Danes”  when  it  should  read  “eight  hands0 
were:  William  Chadbourne;  his  son  Humphrey  Chadbourne;  another  son  William 

Chadboume , Jr.s  John  Goddard;  Henry  Jocelyn;  Thomas  Spencer;  James  Wall; 
and  JOSH  WILCOX. 8 p.  92 

“The  house  built  by  James  Wall  next  to  the  ten  acre  lot  between  the 
Parish  Cemetery  and  the  mill  at  Great  Works  became  vacant  when  Wall  removed  in 
1638  to  Hew  Hampshire,  and  JQEH  WILCOX,  acting  as  agent  for  Francis  Horton  of 
Charlestown,  sold  it  to  Thomas  Brooks  (alias  Basil  Parker)  and  Peter  Weare,  an 
Indian  Trader.

"JOHN  WILCOX,  agent  of  Francis  Horton  of  Charlestown,  who  was 
attorney  for  Ann,  widow  of  Capt.  John  Mason,  at  Berwick  and  Portsmouth,  Me.  from 
1638-1640,  subsequently  married  Horton's  niece  in  England.”  p.  103 

It  would  appear  that  this  John  Wilcox  may  have  been  identical  with 
John  Wilcox,  the  Rhode  Island  Trader. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  connect  John  Wilcox  of  R.  I.  with  John^- 
Wilcox  of  Hartford,  Conn,  whose  wife  was  Mary  and  who  died  there  in  1651,  but 
the  writer  can  find  no  evidence  to  support  this  theory.  It  is  hoped  that  those 
of  our  readers  who  have  worked  on  this  problem  will  send  in  any  findings  which 
would  tend  to  throw  some  light  on  the  obscure  ancestry  of  Edward  Wilcox  of  R.  I.

There  is  another  belief  that  Ruth 
was  dau.  of  Thomas  and  Jennie  Pierce  of  Westbrook,  Conn,  whose  7 children  were 
baptized  there  1751. 

John  Pierce  Dibble  and  two  Josiah  Dibbles  appear  on  the  lists  of  the 
Pri  son  Ship  H Jersey*1  in  New  Tork  Harbour  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  Family 
tradition,  substantiated  by  these  lists,  states  he  and  his  two  sons  were  imprisoned 
daring  the  War.  His  will  was  drawn  Aug.  10,  1789  and  probated  1811.

F.  A.  Sondley,  the  historian  of  Buncombe  Co.,  H.C.,  la. his  KMy  Ancestry" , Asheville, 
1930,  attempts  to  trace  the  lineage  of  the  Buncombe  Co.  Alexanders  (whom  it  has  been 
impossible  to  connect  with  the  Mecklenburg  Alexanders)  back  to  James,  son  of  John 
and  Margaret  (Glasson)  Alexander,  of  Pa.,  viz 2 

I.  James  and  Rosa  (Reed)  Alexander 

II.  James  and  Jane  (Adams)  Alexander 

III.  James  and  Celia  (Alexander)  Alexander 

From  them  descended  Robert  Alexander  who  died  in  Licoln  Co.,  N.C.  in  1813 
and  possibly  John  Alexander  who  with  his  father  was  among  the  first  settlers 
of  Buncombe  Co.  (1785).  This  John  settled  in  Williamson  Co.,  Tenn.  about  1790, 
where  he  died.  His  brother  James  remained  in  Buncombe  Co.  and  founded  the 
Alexanders  of  that  section.  He  married  Rhoda  Cunningham,  of  Humphrey,  March

EZEKIEL  HUNTLEY  (Elisha,  David,  Aaron,  John)  born  Norwich,  Conn.  April  1,  1750; 
married  first  in  Norwich  Dec.  17,  1786.  Lydia  Howard  of  Norwich  who  died  Oct. 

3,  1787;  married  second  in  Norwich,  Conn.  April  10,  1749  Sophia  Wentworth, 
daughter  of  Jared  Wentworth,  born  1728  and  wife,  Abagail  Wilson  of  Ashford, 

Conn.  Sophia  (a±sas  written  Zrxsixk)  was  born  1767;  died  Hartford,  Conn. 

Aug.  28,  1833. 

Ezekiel  served  in  the  Revolution  in  the  First  Company  of  the  Eighth  Regiment 
under  Captain  Jedidiah  Huntington  which  was  stationed  on  the  Sound  until  ordered 
to  Boston  camp  at  Roxbury.  He  was  reported  sick  in  the  hospital  at  Stamford, 
Conn,  and  was  a pensioner  in  Hartford,  Conn,  in  1832,  at  which  time  he  was  82 
years  old.  He  lived  the  later  part  of  his  life  in  Hartford,  Conn,  with  his 
daughter,  Lydia.  He  may  have  lived  in  Scotland  Precincts  of  Windham  Co.,  Conn, 
for  a time. 

Child  of  Lydia: 

1.  Meletta  (in  book,  "Cqnnecticut  Men  in  the  Revolution",  it  gives  Meletta  as 
daughter  of  Ezekiel  and  Lydia  Howard,  but  gives  her  grandfather  as  Ezekiel).

Child  by  Sophia: 

2.  Lydia  Howard,  born  Norwich,  Conn.  Sept,  1,  1791;  died  Hartford,  Conn. 

June  10,  1865  aged  73  years;  married  Hartford,  Conn.  Charles  Sigourney  in  1819, 
a merchant  of  Hartford,  Conn.  She  spent  her  early  life  in  the  hone  of  Dr. 

Daniel  L&thop  and  wife,  Jerusha,  daughter  of  Governor  Talcott  of  Hartford,  Conn. 
Lydia  wrote  and  published  both  prose  and  verse  and  was  one  of  the  most  noted 
poetesses  of  her  day.  Godey  paid  her  $500.00  a year  for  the  use  of  her  name 
on  the  title  page  of  his  "Ladies  Book",  She  contributed  also  to  the  "Ladies 
Book’s"  rival,  "The  Ladies  Home  Journal".  Lydia  called  herself  the  only  child 
of  Ezekiel  Huntley,  and  called  him  "of  Scotland".

ELISHA  HUNTLEY  ( ) (?)  ( Elisha,  David,  Aaron,  John  ) born  about 

1765;  in  census  of  1800  he  was  a farmer  of  Bennington,  Yt.  with  five  in  family. 

He  married  Prudence,  daughter  of  Captain  William  and  Lois  (Bingham)  Hitchin. 
Prudence  was  born  at  Bennington  and  died  at  Fairport,  N.Y*  June  13,  1839.  jilisha 
removed  to  Colosse,  Town  of  Mexico,  Oswego  Co.,  N.Y.  with  four  sons  in  1806. 
Captain  William  Hitchin  and  family  came  in  1790  to  Springfield,  Otsego  Co.,  N.Y. 
Colosse  was  first  called  Mexico  Four  Corners,  and  among  the  first  settlers  were 
Perry  Allen  on  Lot  131,  Elisha  Huntley  and  son  William  R.  on  lot  118.  Elisha,  Jr 
on  Lots  132-3.  Dr.  Lyman  Huntley  settled  on  Northwest  corner  of  Mexico  Four 
Corners.  The  Colosse  Babtist  Church  was  organized  1815  and  in  the  cemetery  was 
buried  Lorenzo  Huntley  who  died  July  19,  1818  aged  67  years.  Elisha  Huntley, 
died  Nov.  29,  1849  aged  84  years.  Hannah,  wife  of  William  R.  Huntley,  died 
March  26,  1814  aged  24.  Julia,  dau.  of  William  R.  Huntley,  died  Mar.  S,  1821  aged 
6 years.  Lyman  M.  Huntley,  born  1814;  died  1910  and  Louisa  R.,  his  wife  1822- 
' 1906.  Lyman  A.  Huntley  1890-1906.  Alba  C.,  wife  of  Adelbert  Huntley,  died  July 
10,  1880  aged  249  daughter  of  L.  M.  and  E.  R.  Huntley.  Their  son  died  Aug.  15, 
1880,  aged  two  months.  Judson  B. , son  of  A.  E.  and  M.  J.  Huntley,  died  Feb.  7, 
1862,  aged  three  years,  eleven  months.

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THE  STGCKWELL  FAMILY

Note  - Most  of  the  information,  especially  of  later  dates,  has  been  com- 
piled from  private  sources,  and,  though  every  effort  has  been  made  to  be 
accurate,  there  have  been  some  discrepancies  found  which  have  been  interpreted 
as  accurately  as  possible*  Any  Corrections  or  more  information  will  be  grate- 
fully accepted  with  the  view  of  better  and  more  complete  study  of  the  Stockwell 
family® 

The  first  Stockwell s came  from  Scotland  some  time  in  the  1600® se  At  this 
time  the  ocean  freighters  were  short  of  deckhands  and  many  men  were  shanghaied 
for  that  work®  Of  this  number  was  one  Stockwell,  who,  legend  says,  was  taken 
aboard  a ship  after  having  been  liberally  supplied  with  Scotch  rye  whiskey,  and 
there  sold  by  his  abductor  for  enough  money  to  pay  the  captor’s  fare*  The  term 
of  his  indenture  is  unknown,  but  it  was  usually  sPt  at  three  years® 

Of  the  early  Stockwell s in  America,  there  were  five  men  «=>  perhaps  brothers* 
This  surmise  is  substantiated  by  the  names  which  are  found  in  the  Stockwell 
descendants^  Quintin,  Abel,  John,  Eleazer  and  Daniel®  Of  these  Quintin 
settled  in  Ipswich,  Mass®  and  seems  to  have  left  the  most  descendants  and  it  is 
of  this  family  that  this  genealogy  is  being  compiled® 

So,  beginning  with  Quintin,  we  find  that  he  was  born  in  Scotland,  and  on 
April  11,  1666,  was  married  at  Medfield,  Mass*  to  Abigail  Bullard,  who  was  born 
August  8,  1641,  at  Dedham,  Mass®,  and  died  May  5,  1730,  at  Suffield,  Conn®  She 
was  the  daughter  of  John  and  Magdalen^  William  Bullard  (Buller)  and  Grace 
Bignetti  Henry  and  Margaret®  Quint in  died  January  22,  1714/15® 

From  Sheldon,  Volume  I "History  of  Deerfield",  we  find  a bit  of  infor- 
mation about  Quint in®  On  September  19,  1677  a band  of  savages  swooped  upon  the 
men  of  the  town  - resting  in  the  evening*  "Stockwell  rushed  down  the  hill  and 
into  the  swamp®  He  slumped  and  fell  down  into  the  mire®  One  Indian,  thinking 
he  was  wounded,  cam©  up  to  tomahawk  him*  Stockwell  kept  him  at  bay  with  an 
empty  pistol®  The  Indian  told  him  they  had  destroyed  all  of  Hatfield  and  the 
woods  were  full  of  Indians,  but  assured  him  of  safety  if  he  would  yield. 
Stockwell  surrendered." 

Seventeen  Hatfield  people  were  captives.  The  assailants,  a party  of  26 
Indians  from  Canada,  bound  the  capoives  and  the  march  to  Canada  began.  At 
night  the  captives  were  staked  down*  Stockwell  saysj  "The  first  night  of 
staking  down,  being  much  tired,  I slept  as  comfortable  as  ever* 

The  whites  with  the  aid  of  the  Mohawks,  set  out  to  ransom  the  captives, 
went  to  Quebec  and  with  the  help  of  Governor  Frotenac,  ransom  was  paid  and  they 
started  homeward. 

This  precedes  the  writing  of  the  following  letter,  which  was  penned  in 
Albany  enroute  homes 

Dated  February  to  May  22nd,  1678  - "Loving  Wifes  Having  now  opportunity 
to  remember  my  kind  love  to  thee  and  our  child  and  the  rest  of  our  friends,  tho 
we  met  with  great  affliction  and  trouble  since  I see  thee  last,  yet  now  here  is 
opportunity  and  joy  and  thanksgiving  to  God,  that  we  are  now  pretty  well  and  in 


' 
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a hopeful  -way  to  see  the  faces  of  one  another  before  we  take  our  final  farewell  of  this 
present  world,  likewise  God  hath  raised  us  friends  amongst  our  enemies „ and  there  is 
but  three  of  us  dead  of  all  those  that  were  taken  away0  Sg’t.  Plympton,  Samuel  Russell 
Samuel  Foote's  daughter.  So  I conclude  being  in  haste , and  rest  your  most  affectionate 
husband  till  death  makes  separation.  Quintin  Stockwell. " 

Upon  his  return  his  second  son  was  born  at  Branford*,  Conn.  , and  they  later  moved, 
in  1683,  to  Suffield,  Conn. 

Issue  of  Quintin  included  Elizabeth,  who  was  born  June  15  and  died  July  9,  1667, 
at  Dedham,  Mass.;  2~  John,  born  October  8,  1676;  and  3^  Eleazer,  born  April  25,  1679. 

Of  (3)  Eleazer  (l)  descendants,  we  have  been  unable,  up  to  this  time,  to  contact 
more  than  one  line  of  descent,  which  is  as  follows? 


(3)  Eleazer  (l)  was  born  April  25,  1679,  and  married  October  21,  1700,  to  Sarah
